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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 10, and 1 1 are amended, claims 58-103 are canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer, and claims 104-106 are added; as a result, claims 1-57 and claims 104-106 are now 
pending in this application, where claims 1-12 and 104-106 are elected in response to a 
restriction requirement for pending examination. The amendments to the claims are fully 
supported by the specification as originally filed. No new matter is introduced. Applicant 
respectfully requests reconsideration of the above-identified application in view of the 
amendments above and the remarks that follow. 

Response to Restriction Requirement 
In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed 4 August 2004, Applicant elects 
Group I, Species I that includes claims 1-12. Applicant respectfully withdraws claims 13-56 
without prejudice and reserves the right to reintroduce claims 13-56 for reconsideration in this 
application upon the allowance of a linking claim or to reintroduce them in a divisional 
application at a later date. Applicant respectfully cancels claims 58-103 without prejudice or 
disclaimer and reserves the right to reintroduce claims 58-103 for reconsideration in a divisional 
application at a later date. 

Claims 104-106 are added and do not introduce new matter. Claims 104-106 are in line 
with the subject matter of claim 1. 

Applicant traverses the portion of the restriction requirement stating that currently there is 
no generic claim. Applicant submits that claim 1 is generic and linked to claims 2-56, as 
evidenced by dependent claims 104-106, and respectfully requests consideration of the 
withdrawn claims upon allowance of the generic claim (37 C.F.R. 1.141(a)).
